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Policy on demonstrations clarified 



Council shelves 
Cro-Magnon Ball 

There will be no Cro- 
Magnon Ball. The Students' 
Executive Council decided this 
last night after reopening de- 
bale on the issue of holding 
the giant farewell party for 
the old Union. 

At last week's mcoting, Coun- 
cil had approved the ball and 
its biuiKct. However, post-Rra- 
(iiiate stiiilent Stephen Doyle 
attoniled last niiihl's nicetiin; 
and asltcd that the matter be 
BKain brought up for discussion. 
After some deliberation, a mo- 
tion to do so was passed, and 
.several observers and council 
members were heard. 

Both Dal Urodhead, Chairman 
of the Union Hoard of iMana- 
Scrs, and New Union Committee 
Chairman Sonny Gordon spoke 
in opposition to the holding of 
such a party, Brodhcad stating 
that the Union Board was not 
in favour and Gordon maintain- 
ing that the money involved 
could be more usefully cm- 
ployed in furnishing the new 
University Centre. 

Students' Society Vice-Presi- 
dent Ed Boulter reiterated his 
statements of last week, saying 
that considerable damage has 
never been caused at a Union 
function and he could not sec 
why there should be trouble at 
this one. He described the can- 
cellation of the Ball as a direct 
challenge to the integrity of the 
students. 

A motion to withdraw the 
budget was then quickly passed 
by Council, and no party will be 
held. 




Political leaders not censured; 
permission necessary in future

The Students' Council issued a statement of policy concern* 
ing off-campus student demonstrations at a controversial meet* 
ing last night.

The policy statement arose as 
a result of charges which were 
l)rouglit forward at last week's 
Council meeting with regard to 
the New Democratic Party and 
the Young Communist League 
sponsoring an off campus de- 
monstration February 11. It was 
lield that such an action con- 
travenes a Senate ruling forbid- 
ding "parades" without prior 
Council approval. 

Council withdrew charges 
•lyainsl the leaders of the two po- 
litical parties involved and pas- 
sed a motion affirming that in 
the future all clubs and societies 
at McGill arc to obtain permis- 
sion from the Students' Council 
to hold organized parades and 
similar functions off-campus. In 
the case that this permission is 
granted tlic organizations will be 
authorized to publicize the event 
through the Daily and other 
campus news media under the 
condition that these publicity ad- 
vertisements be signed. . 

Saeed Mirza, President oC.the 
Students' Society, pointed éut 
that it is to be hoped the policy 
will act as a deterrent to the 
staging of any off-campus de- 
monstrations by McGill organiza- 
tions purporting to represent the 
university. 

Council voted to accept the 
recommendations advanced by 
Sharon Sholzbcrg, External Af- 
fairs, following the conference 
held Tuesday night between re- 
presentatives of the English 



Board to manage New Union

The establishment of an Executive Man- 
aging Board for the new University Centre 
\vas the main recommendation of Sonny 
Gordon, Chairman of the New Union Com- 
mittee, in his report to the Students' 
Council last night. 

This Executive Committee would con- 
sist of: the Chairman of the Union Board, 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the Students' 
Society, the Building Manager, the Inter- 
nal Vice-President of the Students' Society 
and, ex-officio, the President of the Stu- 
dents' Society. The Chairman of the Board 
will be directly responsible to the Council 
for tlie managonicnt of tlw; New Union and 
will be the signing officer and Treasurer 
of thUi Conunittee. 



The new position of Building Manager 
will be held by a paid employee, who will 
be the day-to-day manager of the New 
Union. He will be responsible only to the 

Chairman of the Board and will have no 
interference in iiis duties from any stu- 
dent. The Building ManaRer will reside in 
the Union and, though having formal 
hours, will be on emergency call at all 
times. 

Tlie Executive Committee for the Man- 
agement of the New University Centre will 
have the power to decide upon new poli- 
cies and to make any decisions concerning 
management. 

Acting on Gordon's suggestions, the 
Council set up a committee to investigate 
the possibility and feasibility of buying 
and installing its own vending machines in 



the New Union and other major campus 
buildings. The committee is to be com- 
posed of Ed Boulter, Vice-President of the 
Students' Society, and Beatrice Briggs, 
Finance Director. 

A second committee was established 
to look into the hiring of an efficiency 
expert to evaluate the organization of 
the Council in the New Union. Appointed 
to the committee were Beatrice Briggs, 
Secretary-treasurer Myron Galloway, and 
Bob Skanes, Architecture representative. 

Gordon announced that the bedrooms 
in the new building have been tentative- 
ly distributed. These will be allocated to 
the President of the Students' Society, 
Internal Vice President, Chairman of the 
Union Board, two executive members of 
the Datli; and a representative of Radio 
McGill.

Noted sociologist 
sees value change 
in French Canada

A leading sociologist on 
French Canada, Dr. Everett 
Hughes of Brandeis University, 
soid last night that French 
Canadians are now placing 
-much less emphasis on tra- 
dition. 

Lecturing on "French Canada 
STILL in Transition", the visi- 
ting professor of the French Ca- 
nada Studies Programme claim* 
ed that, "French Canadians are 
no less French than before, but 
they arc much less concerned 
to prove it." 

The basic reason for these 
changes, Dr. Huglics said, was 
that the traditional values of 
formerly ' predominantly rural 
and relatively isolated French 
Canada has come into conflict 
with new ones of city life and 
personal freedom. 

Dr. Hughes contrasted inte- 
rest in present-day French Ca* 
nada with that of former years. 
"Insofar as people in the acade* 
inic world were interested, it 
was the past that interested 
them." 

Tliey helped paint a picture 
of "the French Canadian who 
had built a picturesque stono 
house, had worn moccasins and 
a tuque as he snowshoed in tho 
north svuods during the long 
winter, and had sung a song 
about it". 

Dr. Hugues, the author of 
"French Canada in Transition", 
will deliver two more lectures, 
on March 3 and 8 at 8 pm at 
Redpath HaU.; 1 . 
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Q and A 



It will very shortly be time to vote for o 
new executive of the Students' Society. It is 
lime for serious thought on the issues facing 
university students in general, and McGill 
students in particular. 

There are the questions facing those con- 
cerned with the internal functioning of the 
Students' Society. The manner in which on- 
campus activities are conducted seem to 
change little, but there are many areas in 
which improvements can be made. To a large 
extent, these ore problems of which only 
ihe most active are aware, but they are 
problems none the less. 

There are the more obvious local questions. 
How should the new University Centre be 
run? What groups should be allowed the 



use of its facilities? All student activities? 
Is a demonstration, for example, a legitimate 
student activity? 

This gets us around to political questions, 
and the role a student political group should 
ploy on campus. With issues of this nature, 
we move beyond the confines of McGill. 

Today, more than ever before, the student 
is thinking about his place in society. To 
what degree should the student fake part in 
his political and sociological environment, or 
should there be no such involvement at all? 
This is a general problem, as much a part 
of life at Berkeley as it is at McGill. Yet 
there is a further complication at McGill, for 
this University is the major English-speaking 
university in a French Province, a Province 
which is currently seeking for Itself, after 



many dormant year^, a position suitable to 
its character. 

To what degree is Quebec's struggle also 
McGill's struggle? Is our place with the 
Canadian Union of Students, or with l'Union 
Générale des Etudiants du Québec? Or is 
our place confined to the boundaries of .the 
campus? I 

What is the purpose of this partial liJ of 
questions? To indicate, we hope, that student 
government is not as simple or straightfor- 
ward as many believe. Candidates do differ 
in many respects, and on many issues that 
can be pulled out from under the general 
gloss of short statements and pen sketches. 
Now, while the campaigri is on, is the time 
to do the digging. You can eliminate next 
year's complaints by questioning today.

Horn a laborer's child, educated 
al the expense of the community, trained to discuss the law, and 
now al the threshold of my life, I reali/e for the first time fully 
thai the world is no man's oyster; it is every man's test, and the test 
is conscious, constant and conclusive. I must meet (he standard set 
fur each stage of life, or s(ep off an ascending pa(h in(o (he highest 
s(ra(um for which I have proven myself worthy. It is every man's 
right (0 hope (hat he tviU pass the tests as regularly as (hey are 
given; but I believe it is no man's right to assume he has passed 
them all. As a university student I have climbed a considerable slope 
for several years, and 1 have passed a few tests. I may even have 
cleared adolescence. 

To talk about tomorrow is of(en presumpdous. But (o carefully 
consider yesicrday and today is esseniial — for all of us. Yesterday 
onolhcr said (o mc, "Don'( say or do any(hing (hat wilt des(roy (he 
autonomy we have preserved so long." 

I consider autonomy. It is what one man calls "self-government," 
and alternatively "acting independently of other parts." Should a 
university s(udenl be self-governing ? .Should he act indepcndenlly 
of (he o(her par(s — i.e. indcpcndendy of facuKy, adminis(ra(ion, 
liis communKy and socieiy, his parenis or his s(ra(um populadon ? 
But before I ask "should be" perhaps I must ask "can he ?" 

lie says he can; bu( docs (hat make it so ? He says he must, and 
no one can say no. I think I cnn't, because I am the captive of my 
convictions, and my only libciator .should be truth. I know that I am 
still close to the stage of adolescence. Can I be sure that stage is 
passed? Can 1 now be sure that all my thoughts are in fact my own 
and based on truth? What an unusual student I would be if I could 
be so sure. It is a (rue mark of wisdom in elders and counselors 
when (hey allow (hat they may be wrong. It is far better to have 
allowed for mistake and been right, than to insist you are right and 
be proven wrong. 

-So, ubcn I am so close to adolescence, I feci that I cannot say 
(hat 1 know truth, nor can I insist that what 1 know is based on truth, 
and the administration and students' councils \x damned. I am only 
a university student, and I hope to pass the tests of tomorrow. Those 
who have passed (he (ests may know more (han I. Let us hope so. 
They are giving us (he (es(s. Maybe someday I will know enough of 
truth (0 give a (est. Until then, in some humility, but with hope, I 
accept the tests and counsel and advice. I only hope that when I've 
passed as many tests as jxars will bring I will see and recognize 
some (ru(h. 

I might never see any truth without counsel. As a captive of my 
convictions I would never really know when I'd been liberated. That 
is why I wonder about aulonomous adolescenis.

When a campus athletic event suffers due to poor publicity 
it is usually the Dailu Sports Department which bears the brunt of 
the attacks. However, the complainers would perhaps be less de- 
manding if they realized that the Dofly replves no support what- 
soever from the Athletics' Department regarding publicity. In fact 
no publicity machine exists in the Department. What the Daily must 
do is to struggle along, picking up whatever bits of news it is for- 
tunate enough to latch onto while missing llie rest. How many times 
this year has the Daily been "outscooped" by The Montreal Star or 
The Gazette simply because it never heard of the events that sup- 
posedly were occurring in its own backyard? 

Publicity is a necessity for any organization which has a product 
to sell. It creates interest and is an excellent promoUons device. 
Why docs Director of Athletics Harry Griffiths not use the Daily 
to his advantage to push a publicity program? In this way, the real 
problems facing athletics at McGill would be passed onto the stu- 
dents who could discuss them and offer opinions for improvements. 

Many people at McGill would actively participate in the athletics 
program if they knew exactly what was available and if being part 
of such a program were made to be attractive.
